Revolving Fund Set Aside 
for Operation. 


Prisoners will be Used to 
Develop Industry. 


Food Problem for Jails is 
Believed Solved. 


Adopting by unanimous vote the 
recommendation of a special com- 
mittee of city officials, the Council 
yesterday took the first step toward 
the establishment of a municipal 
farm. A “revolvine”’ fund of $10,000 
was designated as the amount to be 
used in equipping the farm and oper- 
ating it for the first year, and the 
City Attorney was instructed to pre- 
pare the necessary ordinance to car- 
ry out the plan.

At Trinity. 
ORNSTEIN CONCERT. 


SENSATIONAL PIANIST REPEATS 
HIS SURPRISES. 


By Jeanne Redman. 

Leo Ornstein, 
Played to a significantly emai) 
ence last evening at Trinity Audi- 


torlum. He played here two weeks | sc 


ago to a packed house, and it is 
quite obvious that his reputation for 
eccentricity was responsible for the 
interest which his coming aroused, 
for once heard, and the novelty of 
his playing accepted, his attendance 
fell off measurably. He is the most 
Spectacular pianist before the pub- 
lic, and the atmosphere of the house 
changes perceptibly, as soon as he 
begins his own compositions, from 
one of mild enjoyment to actual ex- 
citement. 

Ornstein’s appearance is, of 
course, of the exciting kind. He 
darts across the platform, his long 
arms swinging in a reatiess manner, 
slides onto the bench, a quiver runs 
through his frame, his head sinks 
to his chest, and he begins to play. 
Last evening his first number was 
his own Sonata Opus 64. It was 
a surprise in that it is not a “mod- 
ern” at all, save in certain spacings 
in the development section. There 
fs evidence of modern French in- 
fluence, especially Cesar Franck, who 
was the father of the modern move- 
ment, and with whom Ornstein has 
a curious kinship. 

He gives that sentimental atten- 
tion to trifies, in most instances, es- 
pecially in playing Chopin, and also 
Schumann. There were moments 
in the Schumann Arabesque when 
the pianist became so lost in 
thought, that he lUngered inter- 
minably upon his cadences. 

It ts incomprehensible why Orn- 
stein should have chosen to play 
two Liszt Rhapsodies on one pro- 
gramme. The two Debussy num- 
bers were the Arabesques in FE Mator 
and G Major. Both are rather more 
colorful than the usual somewhat 
thin and monotonous piano music 
of the Frenchman. The difficulty 
with Debussy would seem to be his 
inveterate good taste. No emotion 
can be expressed by him unless it 
is a gentle and beautiful one. He 
has no medium for the mad rule 
passions of Ornstein, whose “Three 
Moods”—anger, grief and joy. were 
illustrative of the crude reality of 
actual feeling. There ts no rule 
which controls anger, and Ornstein 
takes little clumps of notes and 
beats the plano with his doubled 
fist, in, apparently, the very essence 
of rage. His “Grief was delicate 
and beautiful, and “Joy,” a simple, 
primitive delight, which had no con- 
cern with rules and reguiations. 
The Ornstein numbers brought an 
encore of the “Wild Man's Dance,” 
which, it is said, sometimes leaves 
the piano streaked with blood from 
the pianist’s mutilated fingers. 

A group of Choplin numbers, an 
overdone,——the eternal Scherzo. the 
A Fiat Waltz, and the B Mator 
Nocturne, were eccentric, of course, 
and the andfence likeé them.

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“ec VER THE TOP.” 
Success continues to follow the fight- 
ing flags of freedom. Seven days ago Gen. 
Byng drove his unexpected wedge clean 
through the middle of the German entrench- 
ments, smashing the Hindenburg line like a 
Plate of glass. The news from the battle 
fronts is still full of encouragement to the 
champions of democracy. 1 

For the first time since the battle of the 
Marne the Boche has been “riven from his 
Aus- outs and cellars and pill boxes“ and 
forced to fight in the open. In such open 
fighting scientific mathematical organization 
counts for little against the gallant and 
chivalrous spirit. On a front thirty-two 
miles long to a depth of eight miles at the 
apex Gen. Haig’s intrepid soldters are driv- 
ing cold steel and the fear of God into the 
hearts of the Hun invaders. 

Every branch of the Allied armies has felt 
the electric thrill of coming victory. Cana- 
dians have repeated the feat of the light bri- 
fade at Balaklava, charging up to the muz- 
sles of the cannon and sabering the Teuton - 
gunners. But unlike the decimated “six hun- 
dred” the Canadians have stayed there and 
consolidated their gains. To loose his grip 
is a thing unknown to the American fighter. 
Canada never turns back. 


Tanks and horsemen and infantry and 
aviators are working with that consolidation 
of effort that is already, under President 
Wilson's guidance, spreading through all the 
nations banded together for peace and free- 
dom, combining their scattered units into 
one united army, whole and indivisible. 
Scottish and Irish, colonials, French, Bel- 
gians and English are battering the line and 
widening the break in Northern France as a 
svnchronated reply to the Kaiser's tremen- 
dous onslaught with overwhelming forces on 
the hard-pressed kingdom of Italy. 

Good news also reaches us with every 
fresh report from the battlefields along the 
frontier of our gallant Latin ally. By self 
sacrifice and desperate courage, the half of 
which bas not yet been told, the Roman 
has held back the Goth and the Hun till 
the relief columns from France and Eng 
land could come to aid his well nigh ex- 
hausted resistance. Long lines of French 
and British infantry by forced marches 
have covered 125 miles of the distance 
across Northern Italy and are nearing the 
scene of battle. The heaviest blow aimed 
at the civilized world has been averted. 
But for the unbreakable front along the 
Rrenta and Piave rivers held through ten 
days of near despair by the overmatched 
soldiers of King Humbert, the victory at 
Cambrai would have been nothing more 
than a temporary gain—the swing-back in 
Northern France would have been compen- 
sated for by the swing-forward in Italy. 

If we turn to the submarine campaign we 
again see the hand of providence directing 
the fortunes of the Allies. Since the de- 
stroyers and bulldogs of our American navy 
steamed silently away into the vast reaches 
of the Atlantic Ocean, the menace of the 
pirates of the underseas has steadily de- 
creased, the victims of the treacherous U- 
boats have been fewer and fewér, and Von 
Tirpitz has been shown as a leader for the |. 
misguided German people no more reliable 
than the bumptious Hindenburg or the self- 
intoxicated, half-mad Kaiser. Our brave 
United States jackies are demonstrating to 
the world that the spirit of Paul Jones and 
Commodore Perry is still active on the 
shores of the western continent. ; 

Prussian autocracy as a last desperate re 
source is flirting with Slav anarchy. And 
bere as in every other move made by the 
German militarists they are summoning a 
devil that ig destined to die a-borning. The 
Russian people are not anarchists at heart. 
An agreement between the Maximalists and 
Bolsheviki and the Kaiser and his Prussian 
war machine will be but another “scrap of 
paper” to be disgracefully torn in pieces. 

is It presumptuous to suppose that the God 
of righteousness and justice on the eve of 
our national festival of Thanksgiving in- 
spired our brave allles te these superhuman 


in the valleys of the Grenta and Plave and 
at the gates of Jerusalem, that America’s 
celebration might be fuller and more abun- 
dant? And so strike a deeper note for every 
worshiper at tomorrow's services of re- 
ligious fervor and gratitude. For in the 
tight of the miraculous changes brought 
about by the last seven days of fighting the 
Presidents proclamation of November 8 
reads like a prayer to heaven, the answer 
to which is being flashed back—a promise, 
a hope, an inepiration—by the Irresistible 
advance of France's staunch deliverers and 
the superb defense of the patriots of Italy, 
backed and buttressed by the moral and 
material support of our own God-fearing 
people. | 

Does not the unbroken good news from 
the battle fronts seem to be a direct re- 
sponse to the President’s Thanksgiving ap-

guidance, we may be kept constant in 
the spirit and of service; that 
by His grace our minds may be di- 
rected and our hands strengthened; 

. that in His good time tiberty and se- 
curity and peace and the comradeship 
of a common justice may be vouch- 
safed all the nations of the earth. 

And 80 tomorrow, not only for the mani- 
fold blessings bestowed through citizenship 
at home in the fairest, freest, happiest and

maintaining a normal rate of production by 
reason of the shortage of man power. Lim- 
iting consumption of neceraities through vol- 
unteary renunciation is making marked 
headway. Meatless days and wheatiess days 
have become more than meaningless terms; 
they are no longer accepted in a Pickwickian 
sense but are rigidly enforced in thousands 
of California households. 

Sweetiess days are coming through cut- 
ting in half the amount of sugar that confec- 
tioners are permitted to use; drinkless days 
are presaged by the Federal prohibition of 
the manufacture of alcohol from grain to be 
consumed as a beverage; but the realm of 
King Nicotine has not yet been invaded. 

How about a smokeless day each week, 
when no tobacco shall be sold or consumed 
in any form? Los Angeles bas closed its 
saloons as an economic measure; but how 
many are aware that the dally bill for 
tobacco ig about equal to that of drink? Gov- 
ernment experts have estimated that 150,000 
persons in Los Angeles are tobacco users 


and that the total in the Southern California 


Revenue District will reach 400,000 persons, 
a part of whom are women. The average 
user of tobacco spends 12% cents a day for 
the favorite weed; and that makes a grand 


total of $50,000 A DAY FOR TOBACCO in | 


Southern California. 


One tobaccoless day in seven means a 


saving of $2,500,000 a year. Smoking ts not 
a vice; but it is a habit that thousands have 
grown to regard as a necessity. The habit 


of chewing tobacco is objectionable for the | 


reason that it ie unsightly and unsanitary. 
The tobacco habit is not so fixed that it can- 
not be foregone for one day in seven. To- 
baceo has never been regarded as a food; 
but a good smoke is a luxury which only 
the initiated know how to appreciate. Ob- 
serving a smokeless day would be the first 
step on the part of the male population, and 
the increasing percentage of female ciga- 
rette fiends, towards giving up a luxury. If 
those who chew will consent to abandon 
that habit for one day in seven, and those 
who smoke will practice similar abnegation, 
there will be a saving of $20,000 a day or

It does 
not strike the needy for the reason that days 
of meat are to them days of luxury. 

Health authorities agree that the average 
American was drifting towards the sin of 
gluttony when the war broke out. No other 
people in the world were so well fed, some 
say over-fed. Reducing the amount of food 
consumed has been a health measure; it was 
possible for the reason that ng necessity had 
been apparent to check over-consumption. 
This condition did not exist in foreign coun- 
‘tries, for they were already pinched by ne- 
cessity when the war began. In the house- 
holds of the English and French working 
classes meat was not consumed more than 
two days in seven. To them a suggestion 
of one meatiess day a week appeared ridicu- 
lous; but there were few American families 
wherein elther meat or fish were not con- 
sumed at one meal at least each day. 

Habits of thrift are encouraged by plac- 
ing a limit on the appetite that will remain 
after the war is over. But there is no rea-
